I .ack of transportation will no longer 
be a problem for elderly citizens who 
want to enjoy the nutritious meals and 
participate in the daily activities of­

Free, round-trip taxi service to and 
from the homes of the 
“stranded” 
elderly and the nutrition site in the 
basement of the Eagles Indge, 135 E. 
Main St., will begin Monday.

February Not Bad, 
W eatherm en Report

All in all, the National Weather 
Service tells us, February wasn’t too 
bad a month. 
While temperatures failed to reach 
normal averages, the month brought 
Ohio the first moderation in the bitter 
cold winter since November. It even 
produced a record-tying high tem­ 
perature. 
Feb. 3 was the first day since 
Christmas temperatures rose above 
freezing over all of Ohio. By Feb. 23, 
temperatures had improved so much 
that Cincinnati’s high of 68 tied a 
record for the date. 
O verall, the February average 
ranged from .7 degrees below normal 
in Akron with an average of 20.7 
degrees to 3.5 degrees below normal in 
Cincinnati, which averaged 29.8 
degrees for the month. 
The improved temperatures still 
were warm enough to clear most of the 
state’s rivers and streams of ice with a 
minimum of the flooding which had 
been feared. 
The National Weather Service said 
an unusually persistent high altitude 
weather pattern became established 
late in October and held on through the 
middle of February, producing the

The warm weather the last week of 
the month marked a break in this 
strong 
weather 
system 
which 
meteorologists hoped would continue. 
‘ Although

m eteorological 
conditions of the past month were not 
all 
that 
b ad,” 
a 
Cleveland 
meteorologist said. "The only en­ 
couraging word that comes to mind 
concerning 
F eb ru ary ’s 
weather 
is...March.” 
He added, "There is nothing colder 
than a bunch of statistics and this 
winter has produced some of the 
coldest statistics ever.” 
Along with the coldest November, 
December and January on record, the 
winter of 1976-77 also produced the 
coldest month in the state’s history- 
January. About the only weather 
record which was not challenged was 
precipitation. While the amount of 
snow was above normal, once it 
melted, it left the state one to two in­ 
ches below normal precipitation so far 
this year. 
In spite of the bitter winter and less- 
than-optimum 
F ebru ary, 
one 
meteorologist in Akron saw a bright 
spot in the statistics. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Sen. 
Tony P. Hall, D-6 Dayton, got a boost 
Wednesday night from out-of-state 
experts on his major bill making 
sweeping reforms in Ohio’s voting 
laws. 
Texas Sec. of State Mark White, 
along with officials from Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, testified in favor of the 
reform which includes statew ide, 
postcard and door to door registration 
and registration even on election day 
itself. 
White told the Senate Elections, 
Financial Institutions and Insurance 
Committee that Texas utilized post­ 
card registration last year and as a 
result, increased the number of 
eligible voters in that state from 4.9 
million to 6.3 million. 
“ I think this was one of the greatest 
percentage increases in voter rolls of 
any state in the nation," he said. 
In response to a question. White said 
his state has had few problems of post 
card fraud-a concern opponents of the 
Ohio legislation are set to voice at the 
second hearing on Hall’s bill next 
week. 


"We have had no experience of any 
widespread or even localized fraud" 
since the start of a state registration 
campaign in January of last year. 
White said.

Kenya 
(AP) 
— 
The 
United States, Britain and Kenya have 
rejected Ugandan 
President 
Idi 
Amin’s latest invasion charge, and 
Kenya said Amin was hallucinating. 
"Hallucinations and shadow boxing 
are a commonplace thing with the 
military regime in Uganda," a Kenyan 
spokesm an said. "W ith this un­ 
derstanding, you can even expect to 
hear that God has shaken hands with 
Amin.” 


Radio Uganda charged on Wed­ 
nesday that 2,600 U.S., British and 
Israeli mercenaries were marching 
through Kenya toward Uganda. The 
U.S. State Department said the report 
was "completely and totally false.” 
The British Foreign Office said it was 
"highly unlikely.” Israel said nothing. 


It was Amin’s third invasion charge 
in eight days. On Feb. 23 he said the 
United States, Britain and 
Israel 
planned to drop paratroopers into key 
Ugandan towns to overthrow him. The 
next day Radio Uganda claimed that 
an invasion force of Tanzanians were 
six miles from the Ugandan border. 


Kenya is land-locked U ganda’s 
neighbor on the east, while Tanzania 
adjoins it on the south. 


Meanwhile, Amin’s fellow Africans 
succeeded in shelving a British 
demand for the United Nations 
Commission on Human Rights to in­ 
vestigate alleged violations of human 
rights by Amin’s regime, which has 
been accused of murdering up to 
300,000 people in the past six years and 
embarking 
on 
a 
new 
wave 
of 
m assacres 
to 
exterm inate 
the 
Christian I^ngi and Acholi tribes. 


Republican Party, among others, are 
certain to oppose many features in the 
omnibus bill at the next hearing.

The million-member Ohio AF I/CIO, 
United Auto Workers, and other labor 
groups are backing the legislation. 
Their voter registration drives in Ohio 
last year are generally credited by 
D em ocrats with putting Ohio in 
President Carter’s winning column of 
states, narrow though his victory was 
here. 
Hall's bill contains the following 


features: Statewide registration (22 of 
the 88 counties presently do not require 
registration), postcard registration, 
door-to-door 
registration, 
30-day 
residency requirements to establish 
voter eligibility 
(same as federal 
election requirements), election day 
registration door-to-door registration, 
30-day residency requirem ents to 
establish voter eligibility (same as 
federal 
election 
requirem ents), 
election day registration with the 
showing of a driver’s license or cer­ 
tified state identification card, and the 
keeping of a master list of voters by 
the secretary of state for cross checks 
for validity with local lists. Hall’s bill 
also increases penalties for fraud. 
Votes Slated On Economic 
Plan, Incom e Tax Rebates 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Both houses 
of Congress are nearing key votes that 
could send $50 government checks to 
200 million Americans this spring as 
part of a Democratic plan to prime the 
economy. 
The Senate scheduled a vote today 
on a compromise budget amendment 
that would allow up to $17.5 billion in 
economic stimulus, including tax cuts 
and direct federal spending, during the 
next seven months.

—The probability that the current 
tax credit for working parents who 
hire babysitters will be doubled, from 
the current $800 maximum to $1,600.

of $250 a year to offset tuition and other 
college costs. This plan was approved 
by the Senate last year but not by the 
House. 
—No increase in the Social Security 
payroll tax this year,

On 
Tuesday the panel endorsed a $1 billion 
tax hike effective next January but 
backed down at the urging of the ad­ 
ministration. which said the increase 
could hurt the economy.

M ilitary graveside service for 
Charles H. Radcliff, the 35th Sheriff of 
Pickaw ay County,

Mr. Radcliff, 81, died 2:40 a.m. 
Thursday at Riverside H ospital, 
Columbus, of massive heart failure. 
He suffered a heart attack at his 359 
Northridge Road home Saturday 
morning. 


Born March 26, 1895, in Jackson 
Twp., he was the son of John Felix and 
Ida Mae Campbell Radcliff. 


After returning from military ser­ 
vice in World War I with the 603rd 
Engineer Battalion, Mr. Radcliff 
drove the first motorized school bus in 
Pickaway County for the Jackson Twp. 
School. He also worked as manager of 
the Pickaway Creamery. 
With the motto "A Square Deal For 
Everyone” 
he 
won

Pickaway County Sheriff rn 1931 and 
held the post for 30 years.

(AP) - U rry 
Florea thinks he should be a private 
citizen since he’s been out of uniform 
for more than six years. But the Army 
says he’s a private. 
Florea is at home in Blanchester, 
Ohio, today, but by Monday, he’s due 
back at Ft. Knox, an Army base about 
40 miles south of here. 
And unless his status is cleared up, 
quickly and to his satisfaction , 
Florea’s attorney says he will file a $5 
million lawsuit against the Army. 
I^st week, Florea was arrested at 
Wright Patterson Air Force Base and 
sent to Ft. Knox, where he was placed 
in an area for AWOL soldiers. 
The Defense Department advised 
Florea to turn himself in after he wrote 
requesting an honorable discharge he 
said 
he 
needed 
for 
a 
Veterans 
Administration loan. 
Florea maintains that he was told to 
report to Ft. Eustis, Va., in 1971, but 
was sent home because his records had 
been lost. He said he went back a 
second time and was sent home again. 
Florea then gave up, his attorney says, 
went 
back 
home 
to 
Blanchester, 


married, got a job, and started raising 
a family. 
"H ere’s a man who’s been arrested 
without charges put on him,” said the 
attorney, Jerry Bryant. “ We have a 
situation where the system lost him for 
seven years. 
"A lot will depend on what the Army 
does,” Bryant said. "But we are in the 
planning 
stages 
of 
a 
$5 
million 
lawsuit.” 
The suit, if ifs filed, will allege 
breach of contract, invasion of privacy 
and violations of the civil rights code, 
Bryant said. 
Maj. Gerald Gantt, a spokesman for 
the Army at Ft. Knox, says Florea had 
been listed on Army records as a 
deserter but had never been charged 
with desertion. 
Florea says the Army has offered to 
release 
him 
with 
less 
than 
an 
honorable discharge if he admits to 
being absent without leave for 6 4 
years, but he’s refused. 
“ Particularly, what we are trying to 
do is to prove or disprove what he has 
alleged," Gantt said. "The whole thing 
must be formally established." 


Gantt said that "until we gather all 
the evidence that may be presented to 
justify a court martial, there s no way 
a decision can be made on what course 
of action to take. Florea has told us his 
story, and now we must check to see 
whether that’s what we consider to be 
true or not. 
"We have papers to indicate he was 
dropped from the rolls,” Gantt said. 
"He is accused of AWOL. Now, we will 
charge hun with it when we think we 
can prove it." 
Bryant said the Army is confused 
about the whole matter and would 
"like to see it fade away like a 
shadow.’’ 
"We have eight documented times 
he tried to straighten this matter up in 
the first year and a half he was out," 
Bryant said. "We have affidavits. It’s 
not like he’s received any benefits 
from the Army. He has received 
nothing. He has been treated just like a 
criminal. He’s never been in trouble 
before." 
And Florea s family faces financial 
trouble now because he "has lost a 
paycheck.” Florea and his wife are 


"like a lot of people — they live from 
paycheck to paycheck," Bryant said. 
Florea’s wife, Janet, 22, said all she 
wants is for her husband to get an 
honorable discharge. But she added 
After spending the weekend at Ft 
Knox, he was allowed to go home 
Tuesday, but that didn't provide much 
comfort to his wife. 
Wednesday that "Ixirry thinks he's got 
a case." 
" I ’m glad he got to come back," she 
said. "But it is twice worst that he has 
to go back It just puts us in bad 
trouble, worse behind.” 
Bryant said he has talked with Sen 
John Glenn, D-Ohio, and "He has 
promised 
he 
will 
talk 
with 
the 
secretary ot the Army and intervene 
on our behalf.” 
Apparently, Bryant said, Florea’s 
unit conunander at Ft. Eustis "failed 
to report Florea’s absence. So how 
could they list him as AWOL if the 
commander failed to list him as being 
absent? The Army may be trying to 
cover some boo-boos at the expense of 
Mr Florea."

State 
D epartm ent has obtained form al 
agreem ents with foreign countries to 
hold 1977 U S. meat imports below a 
level which would trigger stiff quotas. 
The Agriculture Department, which 
helps keep track of the meat import 
p ro g ram , 
said 
W ednesday 
the 
agreem ents call for about 1,272 million 
pounds, slightly below the maximum 
of 1,282 million pounds, which would 
trigger quotas. 
Officials said that the 1977 "volun­ 
tary 
restraint” 
agreements 
mean 
m eat imports will be equal to about 
seven per cent of this year’s estim ated 
domestic production. 
The agreem ents involve a 1964 quota 
law designed to protect American 
livestock producers from excessive 
foreign m eat being dumped on the U.S. 
m arket. Most of the quota-type m eat is 
fresh, frozen or chilled beef used for 


hamburger, although veal, mutton and 
goat meat also are covered. 
Processed meal such as canned 
corned beef is not included in the quota 
law and is not subject to import 
restraints on quantities. 
So-called voluntary agreem ents 
have been used in recent years to hold 
down shipments of foreign meat so 
that formal quotas can be avoided. 
Quotas were imposed last fall for the 
remainder of calendar 1976, however, 
to curb back door entry of meat 
through the foreign trade zone of 
Mayaguez, Puerto Rico. 
The meat, normally shipped in large 
chunks, was chopped up in Puerto Rico 
and then shipped into the U.S. as 
processed 
m eat 
w ithout 
im port 
restraints. 
Recognizing that maneuver, the new 
agreements .specify that such meat 
entering the U.S. now will be counted 
against a country’s annual allocation. 
State 'Double Dipping' 
Comes Under A ttaek

U.S. House Passes 
Tougher Ethics Code 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Responding 
to a dram atic appeal by Speaker 
Thom as 
P.

R epresentatives are prom ising to 
follow a new and tougher code of 
ethics. 


The central features of the code are 
requirem ents for extensive disclosure 
of personal finances and a limit on the 
" e a rn e d ” 
outside 
incom e 
of

law m aker at $8,625, or 15 per cent of 
his annual legislative salary of $57,500. 


These and other new rules intended 
to curtail conflicts of interest and the 
misuse of public funds were approved 
on a 402-22 vote Wednesday after seven 
hours of sometimes rancorous debate. 
The approval came ll days after 
lawmakers began receving an annual 
pay increase of nearly $13,000, which 
some had accepted after saying they 
felt it should be tied to passage of the 
ethics code. 
The outside income limit, the most 
controversial element of the new code 
from its inception, appeared briefly in 
trouble before O’Neill, apparently in 
response to a call for help from the 
code’s principal backers, m ade his 
plea for its adoption. 
“ I appreciate that some of you are 
going to have to make sacrifices. But 
sacrifices we must make. The people 
of America demand an ethics code,” 
O’Neill said. 
To allow themselves the privilege of 
unbridled outside incom e, O’Neill 
argued, “creates in the public mind a 


suspicion of conflict, a suspicion of 
impropriety. The issue is credibility.” 
O’Neill’s statem ent seemed to shift 
the mood away from support for a 
coalition of Republicans and a handful 
of Democrats who were calling for the 
income limit to cut from the bill. They 
heatedly argued that the provision was 
"im m o ra l” 
and

constitutional because it discriminated 
against persons earning different 
types of income.

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) - The 
state’s environmental agency is taking 
a fresh approach to an old problem — 
what to do with waste m aterial that is 
potentially hazardous to humans and 
animals. 
The Solid Waste Division of the 
Kentucky 
Department for Natural 
R esources 
and 
E nvironm ental 
protection is compiling an inventory of 
firm s that generate hazardous waste, 
and of the people who haul those 
wastes to the dumping grounds. 
Division Director Norman E. Schell 
said Wednesday he expects the in­ 
ventory to be completed by fall. And in 
the meantim e, his staff is reviewing 
existing statutes and regulations to see 
if there is a need for tighter control. 
"We’re taking a new approach to 
dealing with hazardous w astes,” 
Schell said in an interview. “The 
problem is not new, but it has been 
handled in a disorganized fashion.” 
Hazardous wastes include different 
kinds of chemicals, toxic substances or 
radioactive m aterials from a variety 
of sources such as 
research 
in­ 
stitutions, medical laboratories and 
industries, he said.

it is being hauled and by whom, and its 
final resting place, Schell said. 
That will enable the state to deter­ 
mine if m aterials are being dumped at 
unapproved or unsuitable sites, or are 
carried by unauthorized haulers. The 
division will be able to pinpoint where 
in the chain the violation occurred.

(Milligan. 
Sen. Tony P. Hall, D-6 Dayton, is 
sponsor of the legislation. It would 
have the governor and lieutenant 
governor nominated separately in the 
June 1978 primary, although there is 
some sentiment in the legislature to 
have them nominated jointly. 
Hall, however, when explaining his 
bill to the Senate Elections, Financial 
Institutions, and Insurance Com­ 
mittee, said he would prefer separate 
nom inations giving the lieutenant 
governor candidate a mandate for 


“ statewide credibility’’ in his own 
prim ary campaign. 
He would not like to see a situation, 
he said, in which a hand picked 
lieutenant governor might have been 
chosen because he could attract votes 
in a given area of Ohio for the top spot 
on the ticket. 


Hall s legislation also provides that 
the lieutenant governor would be 
relieved of his present constitutional 
duty of presiding over the Senate. 
Instead, the measure states that he be 
given new duties by the governor or by 
the legislature.

residential phone numbers has been 
climbing a little bit nearly every year 
since the early 1960s. The increase is 
especially evident in urban areas. In 
Ix)S Angeles, 38 per cent of the phones 
are unlisted; in Chicago, 33 per cent 
aren’t listed and in New York, more 
than 30 per cent aren’t listed. 
The

Telephone 
& 
Telegraph Co. estimates that as many 
as 16 per cent of all residential phone 
numbers in the country are unlisted. In 
1972, when the company stopped 
collecting nationwide data on unlisted 
numbers, the figure was 12 per cent. 
While phone customers aren’t asked 
why they want an unlisted number, 
several Bell System spokesmen of­ 
fered some opinions.

spokesman said. “Single women are 
very big users of nonpublished num­ 
bers." 
Having an unlisted number means it 
is not in the phone book, is not 
available through directory assistance 
and is only given out in an extreme 
emergency at the discretion of a 
designated phone company manager. 
The telephone company says it is not 
pleased with this trend toward 
anonymity. 
“Some customers have a real and 
continuing need for the service and we 
provide it when requested," said 
lawrence Garfinkei, AT&T’s director 
of rate and tariff planning. “ However, 
it detracts from the value of the ser­ 
vice — not only for the customer with 
the nonpublished number but also for 
people who can’t reach the person with 
the nonpublished number. 
One of these proposals would allow, 
or require, boards to register voters 
through the mails by postcard. The 
other 
item, 
called 
“ instant 
registration,” would strip away much 
of the paperwork and allow potential 
voters to register on election day when 
they vote. 
If they close ranks, Democrats have 
sufficient votes to override any veto by 
the governor. And election reform is a 
top priority of majority leaders. 
The “instant registration” concept 
has already been incorporated in a 
Senate bill, sponsored by Sen. Tony P.

In IjOS Angeles, a spokesman for the 
Pacific Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
said the main reason for customers 
seeking unlisted numbers is their 
“need for privacy in a big city. It never 
fails that between 5 and 8 every night 
people want to loan you money, sell 
you insurance, take pictures of your 
kids and clean your carpets.” 
A spokesman for Pacific Northwest 
Bell Telephone Co. in Seattle said, “We 
don’t query anybody that asks for a 
nonpublished number. Privacy of 
communications is something we have 
to be concerned about. But sometimes 
the customer offers a reason — maybe 
ifs to avoid harassment by a previous 
husband.” 
The New York Telephone Co. 
spokesman said: “ It’s an urban 
phenomenon. Our records show that 
demand for nonpublished service 
remained fairly constant until the mid- 
1950s and it has gone up with the in­ 
crease in the crime rate.” 
Another view is that an unlisted 
phone number, once the province of 
celebrities and the underworld, is now 
a status symbol for the middle class.

isn’t any one class or type of person, 
but all segments of society that seek 
unlisted numbers.” 
Getting an unlisted number does not 
guarantee that you’ll never get an 
unwanted phone call.

Telephone Co. of Pennsylvania. “The 
irate customer then accuses us of 
giving out his number.” 
There are federal and state laws 
against obscene calls and repetitive 
annoyance calls. They range from 
dollar fines to imprisonment or both. 
The number of convictions rises a little 
each year, and in 1975, the latest year 
for which national statistics are 
available, there were 1,904 con­ 
victions, up from 1,806 in 1972, AT&T 
said. 
Another source of annoyance to 
many customers is the added charge 
for an unlisted number, which ranges 


from a low of 15 cents a month in 
California to a high of $1.50 a month in 
the states of New Hampshire, Con­ 
necticut, 
Florida, 
Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Indiana. 
Phone 
customers in most other states are 
charged from $1 to $1.25. 
One New York woman, single and in 
her late 20s, sees no legitimate reason 
to charge for not listing her telephone 
number. 
“The telephone company makes 
such a big deal about being a public 
service and then charges a heavy 
premium for one of your basic rights — 
privacy,” she said.

medical treatment for back pain, and 
no one can speculate how many 
millions more have given up doctors 
and learned to live with the agony. 
“ At its current rate of growth,” one 
doctor reports, backache will soon be 
commoner than the only other ailment 
that exceeds it in number of victims - 
common respiratory problems.” 
The cause for backaches are even 
more plentiful than the cures, as any 
sufferer knows if he is foolish enough 
to complain about his problem in 
public. Mention your back trouble, and 
prepare for more oratory than sym­ 
pathy. 
People always want to know 
(briefly) how you got your bad back, so 
they can describe (in detail) how they 
got theirs. 
Some of the more conventional 
stories revolve around dubbed fairway 
shots and whiplash auto casualties, but 


others are more exotic: I always liked 
my friend Ed Miller’s saga — “I was at 
the Grand Canyon four years ago and 
the kids challenged me to go down with 
the mule pack, and the mule balked 
and lost its footing, and . . 
Talking to doctors about your back 
pain is sometimes helpful, but leads to 
expense 
and 
often 
confusion. 
Backache is caused by so many 
complex factors — unless it results 
from a single physical trauma like a 
balking mule mishap — that medical 
men and women generally use X-rays 
to try to unveil the mystery. Once 
unveiled, the difficulty oftener than not 
turns out to be a chronic problem that 
will recur even after a variety of ex­ 
pensive treatments. 
It can bp caused by the spine, the 
muscles, the nerves, the bones, the 
kidneys, arthritis, hernia, prostate 
trouble, neurological dam age, in­ 
testinal illness, simple (or not so 
simple) tension and a few thousand 
other problems.

NEW YORK (AP) — It may be he 
natural venting of frustration, or 
renewed hope, or it might be the result 
of canned speeches by business 
groups, but a certain line of thinking is 
becoming more visible. 
It goes like this: We are a nation of 
economic illiterates who are sailing 
our system down the drain and not 
even realizing we are doing so. We are 
soiling our own nests, undermining our 
own futures, squandering our own 
fortunes. 
The primary object of this ire is 
government spending for projects that 
might not produce any social good, 
might not result in any noticeable 
improvement in economic conditions 
and might, quite likely will, impinge on 
the freedom of private enterprise. 
Scorned most in this script are 
congressmen who attempt to win votes 
by spending public funds. Only slightly 
less disdained are those elected 
leaders who, through ignorance, are 
unaware of the consequences of budget 
deficits. 
Often blamed as the source of 
economic illiteracy are high school 
and college teachers, and the school 
systems themselves. 
Held before the public as the awful 
penalty for these abuses is Britain, or 
as is sometimes suggested, the 
economic corpse of that nation, 
swinging from a gallows run by 
socialists. 
With variations in style, we are 
always cautioned in the script that 
time is short and that fate doesn’t 
always provide a second chance. With 
the fire of a fundamentalist, we are 
warned to change before it is too late. 
Tile specifics are that we are 
destroying 
the 
job-creating 
mechanism, transferring power to a 


burdensome government, stifling the 
creative and innovative process, and 
removing the controls that free 
markets unpose. 
We are told that government in­ 
terference in the marketplace has led 
to the natural gas shortage, to a 
reversal of incentives that makes for 
disinvestment, and to a loss of per­ 
sonal responsibility. 
Proponents of the line of thinking 
maintain that the smothering of the 
job-creating machinery creates an 
opportunity for government to jump 
into the breach in an attempt to 
“rescue” people from its own disaster. 


Jobs, we are told, take captive in­ 
vestments. Money must be saved by 
people and institutions and cor­ 
porations interested in making a better 
future, and that capital then must be 
invested in better plants, more ef­ 
ficient equipment. 
A bigger production plant permits 
greater output and a greater number 
of jobs. An efficient plant brings down 
the cost of production, permitting 
everyone to benefit from a less inflated 
environment. 


Whatever the reasons, we are seeing 
and hearing more of this thinking 
today, and there’s a good chance it is 
attracting a larger audience than it 
might have won several years ago. 
Why? Perhaps people have seen the 
consequences of spending money that 
doesn’t exist, of social programs that 
fail to produce social good, of a 
government that seeks and fails to 
produce economic miracles. 
'D.is is the conservative line. It is an 
old, old line that is being given a 
vigorous tug these days, and it could be 
hauling in believers if it isn’t too 
frayed by friction, past and present.

Damerel once wrote that just living in 
the city can cause chronic backache: 
calling it “metropolitis,” he said, 
“mentally induced fears and anxieties 
cause chronic overactivity of certain 
muscles that bunch up or get spasms, 
displacing nerves and sometimes even 
twisting bone.” Wow. 
Given all these sources of trouble, it 
is small wonder that the aching back is 
the 
fastest-growing 
problem 
in 
America, with an ever increasing 
number of men and women in their 
thirties and even twenties learning 
how to suffer. 
And I’ve always 
suspected that anyone over 50 who 
doesn’t have a back problem is either a 
physical paragon, spineless, or dead. 
This 
month 
of 
March 
being 
“National Physical Fitness Month,” 
the question arises, what can one do to 
relieve a bad back? 
Over the years, as a sufferer, I have 
talked to many doctors about this, and 
had many $25 advice sessions. My 
chiropractor says a misalignment of 
the spine is usually the first cause, and 
the pain can be alleviated by keeping 
the shoulders back, sleeping on a 
bedboard or water bed. Lying on my 
back while sleeping, watching the diet 
and getting regular chiropratic 
“ adjustm ents.” 
The 
osteopath 
recommends squatting instead of 
stooping, avoiding picking up heavy 
objects, and advising my chiropractor 
to stop pushing down on my spine. My 
M D. tells me to get more exercise, 
avoid tension and stop dubbing on the 
golf course. 
A panel of doctors meeting in New 
York to discuss back problems a few 
years ago issued a statement which 
accused “progress” of being the 
culprit in growing back distress. 
“The original spine was engineered 
as a horizontal suspension cable," they 
stated. 
“When man started walking on two 
legs instead of four, he made his first 
mistake: the cable became a column 
supporting weight vertically. This 
change in leverage caused the spine to 
make the tremendous adaptations at 
the 
root of 
most 
modem 
back 
problems.” 
The physicians reported another 
cause, “When man stopped sleeping on 
the hard ground or wooden slats, and 
took to beds, he thought he was more 
comfortable. But this ‘soft life’ at night 
gradually took its toll.” Added to the 
modem sedentary life by day, the 
spine became lazy and as out of shape 
as the people it was trying valiantly to 
hold up. 
In view of this medical reasoning, 
the most obvious solution to back pain 
would seem to be a return to the all- 
fours gait, which would put our spines 
back on the horizontal — and a return 
to the hard wood floor for sleeping 
If this fails, the next move might be 
to import some old Indian beds of nails 
to this country. We always thought 
those fellows who slept on nails were 
stoic — but now that we understand 
spine problems (not to mention ac­ 
upuncture), they seem to have been 
somewhat savvy swamis.

Speaking Of Your Health

I was being examined for life in­ 
surance. Blood was found in my urine. 
When I went back to my own doctor, 
the urine test was negative. What 
could this mean? 
Mr. L. T., Ohio 
Dear Mr. T.: 
A single, casual specimen of urine 
that contains blood is usually of no 
great importance. Should this finding 
recur, it would most certainly deserve 
complete and thorough studies. 
Blood in the urine is known as 
“hematuria.” The cause may be an 
infection of the bladder, stones in the 
kidneys or ureters, or inflammation 
anywhere in the genitourinary tract. 
Using chemical dyes, the entire 
urinary tract can be studied. If there 
are any suspicious findings, the next 
study is done with a cystoseope. With 
this instrument, all areas in the 
bladder can be carefully inspected. 
Urine taken from the bladder can be 
cultured for specific bacteria when 
infection is suspected. Microscopic 
study can show the presence or ab­ 
sence of pus cells. The odor, the con­ 
centration and the clarity of the urine, 
and the presence of albumin all con­ 
tribute to better understanding of the 
urinary tract.

Never­ 
theless, you should be thoroughly 
examined by your doctor to be certain 
that there is no injury of importance. 
You must know how careful coaches 
are to nurture their players. In any 
contact sport, such as football or 
basketball, coaches are particularly 
aware that injuries which remain 
untreated can become complicated 
ones and can take the player out of 
activity for a long time. 
Therefore, anyone who plays in any 
sport must not play the hero. All in­ 
juries or pains should be immediately 
reported, to the coach, to the doctor 
and to the parents.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A Dayton 
lawmaker’s bill giving pay raises to an 
estimated 85,000 public employes 
apparently will flounder unless the 
legislature can find $140 million to fund 
it. 
A spokesman in the office of House 
Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New 
Boston, said Tuesday night that the 
proposal by Rep. Edward J. Orlett, D- 
34 Dayton, 
was 
introduced 
in­ 
dependently and without the en­ 
dorsement of the Democratic majority 
leadership. 
While Riffe and House Finance 
Chairman Myrl H. Shoemaker, D-88 
Boumeville, have said they would like 
to see state employes get a raise, they 
didn’t know how the money could be 
found in an already bare boned 
“survival budget.” 
Orlett introduced the bill on behalf of 
the 35,000-member Ohio Civil Service 
Employees Association, which called a 
news conference today to discuss it. 
It would grant raises of 50 cents an 
hour starting in July, and an additional 
50 cents an hour a year later, to about 
55,000 state employes, 15,000 employes 
of the 88 county welfare departments 
and 15,000 nonacademic employes at 
state universities. 
Other bills introduced Tuesday in the 
House provide tax breaks for the in­ 
stallation of solar heating and cooling 
systems and levy a 50 per cent ‘‘excess 
profits” tax on utilities to help low 
income families pay heating bills.

O hio W eekly 
W ages Drop 
In January 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Average 
weekly earnings of production workers 
in Ohio’s manufacturing industries fell 
nearly $12 from December to $258.12 in 
January. The average work week 
dropped 2.2 hours to 39.9. 
The seasonal unemployment pushed 
Ohio’s rate to 385,000 in January, 
raising the figure from 7.4 per cent in 
I fecember to 8.2 per cent of the civilian 
labor 
force, 
the 
Bureau 
of 
Employment Services reports. 
Total employment slipped 1.9 per 
cent to 4.3 million. Workers on non­ 
farm payrolls numbered 4 million, also 
down 1.9 per cent. 
Postholiday layoffs of temporary 
workers were reported by department 
and apparel stores and by the postal 
service. 
Shorter work weeks and curtailed 
overtime were extensively reported 
among Ohio factories, mainly as a 
result of severe cold weather. 
Adverse weather and lack of fuel 
resulted in curtailed work weeks, but 
most of the layoffs due to fuel 
shorgages occurred after the January 
survey period, the BES said. 
The bureau said losses in weekly 
earnings 
were 
greatest 
among 
producers of communication equip­ 
ment, tires, plumbing and heating 
equipment and special industry 
machinery. 
From January 1976 to January 1977, 
the unemployment rate for Ohio 
declined from 9.4 to 8.2 per cent of the 
civilian labor force. 
Total employment was up 1.5 per 
cent, due to gains in nonfarm payroll 
jobs. Advances in trade and services 
accounted for most of the increase in 
nonmanufacturing. 
Gross average weekly earnings of 
factory production workers increased 
$17.50 over the year, despite a drop of 
1.1 hours in the a verge work week.

CINCINNATI (AP) - The Delta 
Queen 
Steamboat 
Co. 
has 
its 
headquarters here, but it may be a 
while before the company’s newest 
pride and joy— the Mississippi 
Queen makes it back up river to its 
home port. 
For now, the company is just glad to 
be getting back into regular operation 
the first overnight riverboat built in 
America in 50 years . 
“It sure was gratifying to see that 
paddlewheel moving,” a company 
spokesman said after a recent 
shakedown cruise. 
Since last August, the $23 million 
riverboat has been in a New Orleans 
dry dock being reconstructed.

School Needs 
Report Bared 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - School 
districts which need high cost facilities 
are often those least able to afford 
them, says an Ohio State University 
school finance expert. 
F.ducation professor Walter G. Hack 
points out that school districts receive 
state aid only to supplement spending 
for current operations. Schools usually 
have to finance bond issues for con­ 
struction from their own local property 
lax revenues. 
As a result, he explained, a district 
with $10,000 rn taxable property for 
each student has to levy four times the 
millage that a district with $40,000 
assessed valuation per pupil does to 
raise the same amount of money for 
the construction of school facilities. 
“ Ironically, many school districts 
which 
have 
need 
for high 
cost 
facilities—special education for the 
handicapped, vocational and technical 
education program s, housing for 
special pupil support services—are 
property-poor districts which have a 
high incidence of poor and han­ 
dicapped students,” Hack wrote in the 
Journal of F.ducation Finance.

Given Pact 
By Carter 


WASHINGTON (AP) - They’re 
usually forgotten shortly after they 
leave town, but the nation’s governors 
are convinced it will be different this 
time, now that President Carter and 
the leaders of Congress have assured 
them a hearing in advance of federal 
decisions that affect their states. 
That has been said before, but it 
seldom lias happened. It is the chronic 
complaint of the National Governors 
Conference. “I saw a desire to do it 
under the previous administrations, 
but I think the commitment in the new 
administration is much greater," said 
Gov. Reubin Askew of Florida, the 
conference chairman. 
Carter underscored it Tuesday night 
at a black-tie dinner for the governors, 
saying he considers them his partners 
in government. 
"It’s ever present on my mind after 
two years of campaigning that your 
constituents are mine ...,” he said. “ I 
know that I’m going to make a lot of 
mistakes, economically and perhaps in 
foreign affairs as well, but the thing 
that gives me a reassuring feeling is 
my sense of partnership with you.” 
Carter said he learned a lot as a 
governor and sees in today’s governors 
“a tremendous resource" of advice 
and “practical understanding of what 
goes on where services are delivered. 
“I’ve got an awful lot to learn, and I 
think that you can help me with it, and 
perhaps we can learn together,” he 
said.

Milk Product 
O utput Climbs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
output of milk products, including 
butter and cheese, continues to climb 
from a year ago, according to the 
Agriculture iX-partment. 


Meat production, particularly pork, 
also is running at high levels this 
winter, meaning that farm and retail 
prices will continue relatively stable at 
least until late spring or summer. 


In Jan u ary , butter production 
totaled 106 million pounds, up 15 per 
cent from December and 12 per cent 
more than in January 1976, according 
to the departm ent’s Crop Reporting 
Board. 
It 
was 
the 
most 
butter 
produced in a single month since June 
1972. 


Cheese 
output 
in 
January 
was 
estimated at 265 million pounds. That 
was down 4 per cent from December 
but was 6 per cent more cheese than 
produced in January of last year, the 
report said. 
Total meat production in January 
was estimated at nearly 3.3 billion 
pounds, about the sam e as a year ago. 
Beef output, at about 2.2 billion 
pounds, was down 2 per cent from 
January 1976, but pork production of 
more than I billion pounds was up 6 per 
cent 
from 
a 
year 
earlier. 
Veal 
production also rose, but lamb and 
mutton output declined 12 per cent 
over the year. 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) — Social 
Security Administration offices across 
the nation are bracing for a flood of 
new business after a Supreme Court 
ruling that makes widowers and the 
husbands of retired working women 
eligible for new benefits. 
More than 500,000 widowers and 
husbands of retired women were made 
eligible for new benefits Wednesday by 
the court. 
The court ruled that widowers and 
husbands of retired women seeking 
benefits do not have to prove they were 
financially dependent on their wives 
because Social Security laws make no 
such demands on women. 
The court, in a 5-4 decision, said the 
law fostered illegal sex discrimination. 
Four ju stices said women were 
discriminated against because their 
earnings gave their families less 
protection than families of male wage- 
earners. Justice John Paul Stevens 
said men bore the brunt of such 
discrimination. 
The government faces paying an 
estimated $400 million more in Social 
Security benefit payments each year 
due to the ruling. Pension experts say 
the system already is underfunded. 
But by coincidence, the Senate on 
Wednesday killed a move to raise the 
Social Security payroll tax. 
“We estim ate that there are 220,000 
widowers and 299,000 husbands of 
retired women who apparently now 
will be eligible for benefits,” a Social 
Security spokesman said. “We haven’t 
read the whole decision yet. Right now, 
we have to concentrate on handling the 
initial onslaught.”

pacemakers. The devices are intended 
exclusively for patients whose heart­ 
beats slow down from the normal rate, 
in many cases a result of degeneration 
of the circulatory system. 
He said most users of pacem akers 
are therefore the elderly, but that they 
are also used by persons who suffered 
birth 
defects 
or 
oth er 
special 
problems. 
Bunn said the 2,500 Ohio pacem akers 
estim ated for Ohio was based on 50,000 
of the devices in use among 200 million 
Americans in 1974, and added “there 
probably are more than that today.” 


The Youngstown specialist said that 
while the pacem akers themselves 
have been greatly improved since 
being introduced in 1960, so have 
implantment techniques—from m ajor 
surgery 17 years ago to a simple 
technique today requiring about 30 
minutes and permitting the patient to 
remain conscious. 
About the size of an old Hamilton 
type railroad watch, the pacem aker is 
inserted 
under 
novacaine— 
insensitized skin between the nipple 
and point of the shoulder.

1King Kong' Flops, 
Still Makes M oney 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Movie in­ 
dustry types say the box office per­ 
formance of “ King Kong” hasn t lived 
up to advanced billing, but producer 
Lino De l^aurentiis denies it all the 
way to the bank. 
“ We turned a profit when the 
worldwide gross reached $50 million 
and it’s now pushing $90 million," said 
Gordon Armstrong, De l^urentiis’ 
head of promotion and advertising. 
Armstrong admits, however, that De 
I-aurentiis is frustrated because the 40- 
foot ape did not win the money contest 
over the great white shark of "Jaw s,” 
which has taken in more than $192 
million. 
The flamboyant Italian producer is 
partly responsible for Hollywood’s 
judgment of the film’s success — the 
advance buildup may have been too 
strong. 
Prior to its release in December he 
let it be known that he expected “ King 
Kong” to beat "Jaw s.” The picture 
also got the biggest promotion and 
advertising sendoff in film history, and 
it opened simultaneously in more 
theaters around the world than any 
movie in history. 
De l^iurentiis even went so far as to 
suggest that the mechanical monster 
should be nominated for an Academy 
Award as best actor. The film got only 
two Oscar nominations, although it 
will receive an award for its special 
effects. 
"We’re now at $88 million and 
climbing every day,” said Armstrong. 
"There are many people in the 


business who feel that this picture is 
not a success. How many films have 
grossed $88 million in such a short 
period? In any period? It’s not Jaw s’ 
business by any means, but it’s a 
terrific success and every one here is 
pleased.” he said 
De I -aurentiis’ remake of the 1932 
classic cost $24 million and promotion, 
advertising and 2,000 prints for 
sim ultaneous showing around the 
world cost another $26 million.Arm­ 
strong estimated that about 80 per cent 
of the gross goes to the production 
company.

Meanwhile, the American cutter 
Bramble, which broke down while 
trying to help the disabled Coast Guard 
tug Arundel off Grand River, finally 
got the Arundel under tow Wednesday 
to bring her to Cleveland. 
The Coast Guard said the 180foot 
Bramble had to make repairs to a 
broken fuel line before it could tow the 
Arundel, a 110-foot tug equipped for ice 
breaking. 
The Arundel, like the cutter Kaw, 
which broke down off Grand River last 
week, sustained rudder damage in 
rafting ice reported to be 14 to 15 feet 
thick.

CINCINNATI (AP) — Cincinnati 
water running through the drinking 
fountains at the Environm ental 
ITotection Agency (EPA) national 
research center doesn’t taste right. 
Robert 
T. 
Chandler, 
chief of 
facilities at the center, said a carbon 
filtration system was installed because 
EPA employes had complained about 
the taste of the water. 
“ I didn't think they should be here,” 
said water specialist Gordon Robeck, 
but added the filters were installed 
before he knew about it. 
“ I decided we should test them," for 
effectiveness, he said. 
Robeck said the filtration system 
must be watched closely, however, 
because it is inclined to buildup with 
bacteria. 
Robeck said the filters took all the 
carbon tetrachloride out of the water 
when they were installed in December. 
But. as filter efficiency declined 
through use, there was IO parts per 
billion (ppb) found in the water during 
recent spills in the Kanawha River in 
West Virginia. At the same time, 84 
ppb went through the Cincinnati water 
system.

Review Committee to June I, 1977. 
The Senate approved 32-0 legislation 
confirming agreements between the 
state and landowners on disputed 
property surrounding Indian I.ake in 
Ixigan County.

Wildlife Hassle 
Reaches Courts 


By JIM DAU B E L 
For The Associated Press 


Outdoor activities taper off this time 
of year but things are buzzing in legal 
circles. 


A ruling last week by a Franklin 
County court greatly encouraged 
sportsmen concerned about the loss of 
wildlife management funds. 
And on another issue, the state and a 
private sportsmen's group plan to 
appeal a Lucas County appeals court 
decision striking down Ohio’s two- 
year-old dove hunting season. 
The Franklin County case involves a 
lawsuit 
filed 
by 
the 
W ildlife 
legislative Fund (W IE ) against state 
Treasurer Gertrude Donahey. 
The fund, a non-profit group 
dedicated to wildlife interests, seeks to 
block the practice of crediting interest 
earned on hunting and fishing license 
fees to the state’s general fund. An 
estimated $460,000 is involved an­ 
nually, the W IE contends, and up to $6 
million may have been deposited 
erroneously overall. 
Common Pleas Court Judge Tommy 
L. Thompson’s ruling last week came 
on a motion by the attorney general, 
who represents the treasurer, to have 
the suit dismissed. 
In denying the motion, the judge 
ruled that the W IE , first, has a legal 
right to bring the lawsuit and, second, 
that the fund’s argument is valid. 
Specifically, the court agreed that 
the legislature, as the W IE insists, 
meant to include earned interest when 
it framed the law stating that “ no 
money derived’’ from license fees may 
be used except for wildlife purposes. 
The attorney general now has 28 
days to respond to the ruling. If he 
admits the treasurer is crediting the 
interest to the general fund, as the 
W IE contends, the judge could decide 
in favor of the wildlife group. If the 
state 
prefers to 
challenge the 
allegations, the case could drag on for 
months.

WASHINGTON (AP) — If you want 
to call President Carter this weekend, 
don’t worry about taking him away 
from the affairs of state. 


Aides say Saturday’s twohour radio 
broadcast of the President laking 
telephone calls from citizens will 
hardly interfere with his normal office 
routine. 


Barry Jagoda, the President’s radio­ 
television adviser, promises there will 
be only “ minimal interference” with 
Carter’s work habits in preparing for 
the radio program. 


“ We won’t do this again if technical 
and logistical problems get in the way 
of his work,” . Jagoda said in an in­ 
terview. 
But Jagoda said technicians will be 
in the Oval Office for only two hours to 
set up special telephones after Carter 
finishes work Friday. On Saturday, he 
said, the technicians will enter the 
Oval office just two hours before the 
live radio broadcast begins at 2 p m. 
FST. 
To minimize interference with the 
routines of the President and his aides, 
the control room for the broadcast is 
being set up in the neighboring Old 
Executive Office Building. 
Thousands of callers are expected to 
try to reach the President by dialing a 
toll free number. Those few who get 
through will be able to ask the 
President just about anything they 
wish, as long as they don’t get abusive.

Bootlegging 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov. 
James A. Rhodes sent the House today 
legislation that he said would enable 
the state to crack down on cigarette 
bootlegging. 
Rhodes described illegal trafficking 
of cigarettes into Ohio as an organized 
criminal activity that cost the state $ 2 2 
million a year, mostly in tax revenue 
losses. 
His bill would give investigators in 
the Department of Taxation authority 
to arrest cigarette bootleggers and 
allow the Board of liquor Control to 
revoke liquor permits of those con­ 
victed of possession of untaxed 
cigarettes. 
The legislation, promised in the 
governor’s State of the State message, 
would also: 
— Require confiscation and for­ 
feiture of all illegally trafficked 
cigarettes. 
—Require loss of a cigarette vending 
license if a dealer is convicted in 
connection with bootlegging. 
—Increase compensation to any one 
providing information leading to the 
recovery of cigarette taxes. 
—Substantially increase criminal 
penalties for bootlegging cigarettes 
and counterfeiting tax stamps.

PH ILAD ELPH IA (AP) - The state 
Supreme Court has overturned a 1975 
rate increase levied against coal 
mining companies for black lung in­ 
surance. 
In a ruling Wednesday, the 
court said the increase approved by 
the state Insurance Department was 
unlawful because the coal companies 
were not given adequate notice. 
The 6-0 decision overturned a lower 
court ruling and set aside the rate 
increases imposed by the Coal Mine 
Compensation Rating Bureau. The 
court said excessive rates could drive 
some coal companies out of business 
since black lung insurance, which is 
required in Pennsylvania, makes up a 
large part of their payroll costs, 
their payroll costs.
